Jews don’t necessarily need a home, 
that the Jews probably would not use 
the land if they did have it. 

With reference to the present strife, 
would be settled decisively within the 
next six month’. The British govern- 
ment, he felt, was nothing if not sin- 
cere in its effort to resolve the diffi- 
culty.

of the arguments mentioned above 
why the Jews should not have the land 
and refuted each of them. Every group 
of people he declared needed a “home- 
land,” a place where they might flee in 
time of trouble, such as during the 
last war; he felt further that every 
continuing its culture, and building to 
it. 

The solution, he felt, was to part- 
ition the country, giving Trans Jordan 
to the Arabs, leaving the desert rather ‘ 
empty, and settling the Jews in West- ' 
ern Palestine, This country, he point 
ed out, was capable of supporting only 
five millions of people, and would 
certainly not be a refuge for all of the 
Jews in the world. 


Here, then, he suggested a further 
problem, that of knowing what course 
of action to pursue for the remainder 
of the Jewish population.
